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THS NEW DEPARTUEE. 

We have not cared to waste time or space 
on the discussion of the I s — 1 raised by the 
introduction into the poli'ical tield of the 
phrase at the head of our article, and the 
policy which it is supposed to cover. We 
believed, at the time it was put forth, that it 
was an ephemeral excitement, which would 
have its day and pass into obscurity, just as 
a thousand simiUr schemes hav« run their 
course, or died with the passage from the 
stage of those who proposed them. With 
Vallandigham alive, to press forward the 
movement which he inm -urated in his coun- 
ty convention, and to attract or repel others by 
its use as a personal stepping-stone to place, we 
havo no doubt it might have grown into some 
such disturbing element in the Democratic 
party aa the Douglas theory of territorial 
power upon which he made his racy lor the 
S;nate, and staked his fortunes for the Presi- 
dency. Hut the death of Mr. Vallandigham 
took away from the movement that personal 
leadership which was necessary to make it a 
conspicuous feature in twliiicx, or to render 
it, in reality as in name, a new departure from 
the r>ght line of D:tn>cratic faith anl policy. 

We do not mean to charge that it was Mr 
V .ill m ligfurn'i p'irp>S3 to take a position 
whic'i wjill pi to him in antagonism with 
the Democratic party, or that he would have 
consented to yield any well-established prin- 
ciple in the programme h« ha I tn\rked out ; 
but it was evident at an early sla^e that a 
strong •fori wis being made to give the 
movement a construction altogether inadmis- 
sible. Trie prop ><ili->n to reognz; anl ac 
ce:>t the last two amendments as de f tctt 
parts of the C tnititati m, and there'ore, 
entitled to full obedience until mn-lifje l or 
repealed by a piwer as competent as that 
which enacted them was not new. What 
ever may have been the charges ag«inst those 
who have, as we. opposed thrne measures, 
they have never, even in theory, contein 
plated or advised any revolutionary or fac- 



ers of the Third Party arraigned us on the 
same grounds, much more ably, and with 
much more plausibility than it has been done 
01 late. Yet, when the convention met in 
New York, there was no Democrat from 
Kentucky who found fault with its action, and 
Kentucky exerted as much intluence in that 
bidy ns any other Slate. Wo 6ay, therefore, 
that wo are not disturbed at anything we 
havo read or heard lately about tin New De- 
parture. On the contrary, we are gratified at 
the tone of the "country press" in defining its 
meaning as they understand it. Kspecially 
the I'aducah Kentuckian, the D»nville Advo 
cate, ami the Mt. Sterling Sentinel, which 
have l«en regarded as the chief supporters of 
it. In tbeir late issues they repudiate the 
idea that the amendments ate to be laliltd 
or indorsed as worthy precedents to build 
upon, and simply say we must obey the 
amendments as ile futj parts of tho law o' 
the land — a position we maintain when wo 
recognize the legal righl'of the negro to voto 
in Kentucky, and count his vote in proclaim- 
ing the result of thu last election. It, there- 
fore, matters not to us whether they have 
come over to us or we to their position, we 
say that, withoutchanging a sentence or mod- 
ifying a sentiment we have ever written since 
the Fifteenth Amendment was put *in force, 
we see in the ultetancesof these papers since 
the election but little if anything at variance 
with our position, which \vc cannot commend 
as sound ami in good taste, except with some 
the stale allusion to "Bourbons," which we 
rvcommeul them to drop.

dishonesty, and peculation. A postmaster, 
not to he too exacting, ought to know how to 
read, which. some do, while others do not. 
Any one will admit that such an ability is de- 
sirable in his vocation, but if the one who

Mr. Greeley asks, "How much better is this 
than the absurdity of hereditary legislators? 
If our Federal and local functionaries were 
chosen by lot, would Ihey average worse than 
they now do ?" That "the King can do noth- 
ing wrong,'' if taken literally, is irrational. 
If understood to mean only that he is elevated 
above all temptation to misrule, that his doing 
wrong would argue moral, if not mental in- 
sanity ; that he canuot be presumed to h ive 
acted within his perogative under the sway of 
any unworthy motive, then the maxim be- 
comes intelligible. The justification id' royal- 
ty is ils alleged tendency to place the chief 
ruler of a nation above all temptation to re- 
gard aiftl pursue his own interest at the ex- 
pense of the public weal. 

Mr. Greeley then discusses the question his- 
torically ; the growth of the patronage of the 
President ; the affortl to restrict the President 
to one term by proposed COUnstitntional amend- 
ments; the Selfish reasons for the defeat of 
these latter, and the lapid accumulation of the 
evils growing out of the power of patronage, 
and the temptation of the President to use 
that patronage, and for his re-election. Mr. 
Greeley concludes his historical argument 
thus: "The Whigs, in due time, took up the 
one term principle, fti.d Mr. Clay expressly 
gave it iiis powerful support. lie failed to 
achieve the Presidency, and did not succeed iti 
rngralting that principal on the Federal Con- 
stitution ; but Van Buren, who was first chosen 
i.l I83ti by a decided majority, was left in a 
meager minority at the close of his canvass 
for a second term, lie tried again in 1841, 
and was badly beaten in the National Conven- 
tion of his parly by Jas. Polk, of Teuue'ssee, 
who, tiioigli then elected, declined even to 
seek a second term. Gen. Taylor, who suc- 
ceeded him, died early in the second year of 
his term, and HiUnrd Fillmore, who being: 
Vice President, succeeded him, was beaten by | 
Gen. Scott in the Whig National Convention | 
of 1 8 ."> 2 . Gen. Franklin Pierce, whom I lie j 
Democrats then elected, trie 1 tn be renominated 
in l»j6, was beaten in the convention by Joints lo 



Buchanan, who did not seek a reaotninaiion, 
knowing well that such quest would he vain. 
Mr. Lincoln, who was then chosea by the Re- 
publicans, was re-elected l y them in IStit — 
the civil war then in progress impelling many 
to si'pporl hint, in deference lo the law that 
discourages to* swapping of horses, while in 
the act of crossing a racing torrent. Mr. Lin- 
coln thus constitutes the sole exception to the 
failure of so many efforts to re-elect a President 
since 1 83 J. Meanwhile these effort, b re 
undoubtedly cost some signal defeats to either 
parly. Had Mr. Van Buren gracefully retired 
at thp close of his first term, his party might 
very probably have avoided their stuti'-.ing 
defeat in 1810. Had Fillmore done likewise 
in 1893 the Whig party uiighl h ive been de- 
feated, hut could not have been crushed by its ' 
defeat in the triumph of Pierce that year, j 
Time and again since the Federal disaster of 
1800 has first one and then the other party run 
or tried lo run a President for a second 
term. For a quarter of a century these 
efforts proved successful, but of late they have 
very -generally proved disastrous. 'Cm ye not 
discern the signs of the times f That the 
change has been real, and based neither upon 
personal nor partisan considerrftions, is evinced 
by the gradual adoption of the contcst'd prin- 
cipls in other, yet kindred, spheres. Witness 
the post of Governor, which was formerly tilled 
in nearly or quite every Stale without restric- 
tion on this head, whereas at this time in the 
States of New Jersey, Virginia, Georgia, In- ; 
diana, Illinois, South Carolina, and Kentucky, 
a Governor is not eligible to re-election while 
in office, or for the term succeeding that for 
which he was elected. In Arkansas, Texas, 
and Oregon, he may serve but eight years out ( 
of any twelve. In Maine, North Carolina, Ala- • 
haraa, and Mississippi, he may serve but four 
years out of any six. In Pennsylvania, six 
years out of any nine ; in Tennessee, six years 
out of any eight. The intent in each case [how- 
ever iniperlectly developed) is to check, it not 
overbear, the tendency lo use patronage for the 
indefinite perpetuation of power." 

Mr. Greeley concludes by siying: " All that 
is needed is an intelligent, earnest, widespread

Chief Magistrate while in office is fraught with 
evil nnd peril : that it distracts his attention 
from ihe proper cares and duties of his station, 
and impels him to consider not who nre fittest 
aud most worthy lo till the offices iu his gift, 
but what choice wiil be most likely to improve 
his chances of renoiiiination. We shall yet 
achieve a civil service reform ; nay, we must. 
Office seeking is our national trice, divesting 
our workshops of apprentices, and our farms 
of half the intelligent, energetic, aspiring youth, 
who ought lo make our agriculture of the next 
thirty years exhibit a series of brilliant ad- 
vances and improvements upon nil that pre- 
ceded it.

He resigned ill 1821, and returned to his 
home to lake a leading part in the great strug- 
gle then commencing in Kentucky between the

It will he seen that, in the opinion of the 
present Attorney General of the United States, 
Congress possesses, under the F'ourtecri'.h 
Amendment, complete supervisory power over 
the Stales, that it can remodel Slate Govern- 
ments, that it can call State Conventions to 
remodel and amend Stale Constitutions. In 
other words, that the recent revolution has put 
aside the Old Farmer Republic and constituted 
a National Government almost without limita- 
tion, which, under the direction of Congress, 
can set aside State Governors and appoint mil- 
itary satraps in their place; can abolish civil 
Slate tribunal, and substitute therefor military 
tribunals; can suspend nil civil writs and order 
all process of arrest and execution to he done 
by military power. We repeat, that is is rot 
difficul' to determine iu advance what will be 
the decision of such an Attorney General on 
the question rubmitled to him by the Cabinet 
Council. It will be in favor of the exercise of 
arbitrary power. — Cincinnati Enquirer.

three years old, served as Charpo d'Alf.iires 
in England. He then served one year as 
Under Secretary of Foreign Affairs, and, in 
1*41, at the age of twenty-six, was appointed 
Kin'iass.idor to England, which position ho 
held until 1811, when he was recalled, and 
during the next eight years filled important 
positions at home. Among ihem, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs for several years. In 185'J, 
he was Grand Vizier for a short time : in 
1853, he represented the Porte at the Con- 
ference of Vienna. He took an active part in 
the Conference of Paris. For several years 
he was in and out of office, ihough most of 
the time in. In 18G1, he, as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, concluded a treaty of com 
merce with Great Britain. In May, 1864, 
ho was President of tho Conference of the 
Powers at which was signed the treaty of 
Palis, which was to determine the Rouma- 
nian affairs. He was the author of the Turk- 
ish circular note of 18GG to the Powers, re- 
specting Candia. In February. 1807, he was 
again appointed Grand Viziei, which post he 
held until his death.
